Burchett was taken into the Admiralty service as a 
boy of 14 by Samuel Pepys in 1680, but, incurring his 
displeasure, was discharged in 1687. At the Revolution 
he posed as a political martyr and was engaged as 
Admiral Russell’s secretary, and later became secretary 
of the Admiralty, an office which he held until 1742. 

A valuable feature of the present work are the instruc- 
tions from Pepys to Sir Roger Strickland and Lord Dart- 
mouth at the time of William III’s Journey to England, 
with appended lists of ships. Burchett prints these, 
which are probably the last instructions issued by Pepys 
as Secretary of the Admiralty.

It measures 44 by 34 ins. and is not recorded by Brunet, 
Graesse, Proctor or other bibliographers. The cipher 
V.G. is probably that of Urs Graf, which would indicate 
that the book was executed at Basle, where he was 
working at the beginning of the XVI century. The 
woodcuts are of great artistic interest, and the volume is 
most beautifully printed. 

In point of condition this volume would be hard indeed 
to match, being an early sixteenth century book as it 
left the printer’s hands entirely uncut and _ perfectly 
clean. It was bound by Bedford for the first time, as 
it came to light in sheet form some fifty years ago.

Thomas Whaley, sometimes called ‘‘ Buck” or “ Jeru- 
salem” Whaley, was the eldest son of Richard Chapell 
Whaley, of Whaley Abbey, co. Wicklow, and of Dublin. 
When he was sixteen years of age his mother sent him to 
France, in order to finish his education. He led a 
dissipated and extravagant life there for a time, returned 
to Dublin, and at the age of eighteen he was elected a 
member of the Irish House of Commons. His well-known 
journey to Jerusalem originated in a jest during a dinner 
with some friends, who asked him to what part of the 
world he meant to direct his course next. ‘To 
Jerusalem,” he answered. It was suggested by some 
present that there was no such place then existing, 
whereupon he “offered to bet any sum” that he 
would go to Jerusalem and return to Dublin 
within two years from his departure. Within 
the next few days he had fifteen thousand pounds de- 
pending on the result. He started his journey on the 
20th September, 1788, reached Jerusalem on the 28th 
February, 1789, and arrived back again in Dublin in 
June or July, 1789, and produced such evidence of his 
undertakings, that his friends were obliged reluctantly 
to pay him the fifteen thousand pounds. In these 
volumes he gives interesting descriptions of the places he 
visited, and especially exact copies of several inscriptions, 
which he took from the original slabs or tombstones in 
Jerusalem as they then appeared.

On the blank leaves the original owner, who appears to 
have been a Mr. John Hatch, has briefly recorded his 
engagements and doings. He spent the months of 
September and October in England, chiefly in London and 
notes the numerous places he dined at, Bedford Arms, 
Crown & Ancecr., Grecian, Dolly’s, St. J[ames]’s Coff 
H[ou]se, Waldo, Clapham, &c. He _ records several 
visits to the Play, particularly to one by Shakespeare. 
He seems to have numbered among his friends Lord 
Belvedere, David Latouche, George Vesey and others. 
With David Latouche he made a bet “* The first married 
to pay the other 20 guins.”
